As we go to press, the 86th Congress 
is working overtime to complete essential 
legislation and adjourn in time for the 
Democratic Con- 
vention in Los An- 
geles, July 11. So 
much business re- 


No Action on SR 94 
It now appears virtually certain that 
no further action will be taken on Senate 
Qs: 94 to repeal the Connally 
‘amendment. Heavy opposition mail, po- 
litical caution in an election year, absence 
of White House pressure, and an assump- 
tion of widespread popular misunder- 
standing of this issue have all contrib- 
uted to the burying of SR 94 in this Con- 
gress. At no point has there appeared 
to be enough favorable votes to assure 
passage. 


The excellent article entitled ‘The 
United States Is Impeding World Law!” 
by William Hard in the June Readers 
Digest will be of enormous help in edu- 
cating Americans to the need for repeal 
of this damaging reservation on U. S. 
adherence to the World Court. It will 
help lay the groundwork for renewed 
efforts on this issue in the 87th Congress. 


Law of the Sea Conventions Ratified: 
On May 26, the Senate ratified four 
conventions which codified Law of the 
Sea by a 77-4 vote. It failed, however, 
to ratify the optional protocol which pro- 
vides for compulsory settlement of dis- 
putes arising out of these conventions 
by the World Court without recourse to 
the Connally reservation. The vote was 
49-30 with 21 Senators not voting, 11 
@: of the required two-thirds vote. 
everal Senators said they voted “Nay” 
because there had been inadequate floor 
debate. On May 31, Senator Fulbright 
asked for reconsideration of this vote,

Every 
letter that is addressed to me receives 
the most eareful attention and I re- 
view my correspondence when a given 
issue has reached a stage of the legis- 
lative process which requires my ac- 
tion, either in committee hearing, 
during floor debate, or on the actual 
vote. 

The vitality of a democracy is the 
participation of the electorate in the 
workings of the government. This is 
what Lincoln meant when he spoke of

This protocol has the backing of the 
State Department and the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee and is conso- 
nant with the proposals of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon that we accept compulsory 
jurisdiction of the World Court in future 
treaties. Still it failed. This is an indi- 
cation of the job that remains to be done 


if the Connally reservation is to be re- 
pealed. 


Action on Mutual Security: To date 
428 UWFers have written 1,247 letters 
supporting foreign aid. After hearings 
by the foreign relations committees, the 
authorization bill met smooth sailing. 
This, however, is only half the battle.

MINN. REPUBLICANS OK 
UN RESOLUTIONS 


The Minnesota Republican State Con- 
vention, on June 4, adopted two resolu- 
tions of interest to world federalists: 

1. “We believe in and support the 
United Nations as the best available 
means to work for the common good as 
well as a forum for the pursuit, with re- 
straint, of a nation’s own self interests.” 


2. “We urge the Administration to 
seek an early date for the United Na- 
tions charter review conference and to 
begin at once to study what changes 
should be made in the UN Charter in 
order to establish universal total disarm- 
ament (with effective inspection safe- 
guards) and an effective system of en- 
forceable world law (consistent with 
American principles of individual lib- 
erty) to assure the peaceful and just 
settlement of international disputes.” 

This latter resolution was overwhelm- 
ingly adopted after discussion. Rodney 
D. Driver, Minnesota UWF member, 
estimated that there were no more than 
50 dissenting voices from among the 1,100 
or more delegates.

MEDARIS PREDICTS WORLD RULE OF LAW 


The following conversation ‘took place 
between Dr. Leo Szilard and Major Gen- 
eral John Brude Medaris on Edward R. 
Murrow’s “Small World” TV program on 
May 22. 


(General Medaris is the retired head of 
the Missile Program) : 
MEDARIS: I do not see any predi- 


cate to general disarmament, except some 
form of world order under law. 


SZILARD: I think that we can be sure 
that ultimately the world will be under 
one government. 

MEDARIS. Probably. 


SZILARD: But what I don’t believe 
in is a limited world government, you see, 
which is limited to the problem of secur- 


ity. I do not think that a world govern- 
ment would evolve. 

MEDARIS: That’s what we started 
out with, you know, Doctor, that’s all 
the original Federation of American 
States was for. 

SZILARD: What? 


MEDARIS: The common defense, that 
was all. 

SZILARD: When the American Fed- 
eration arose, it was a common defense 
against a common enemy. 

MEDARIS: In this case, I think the 
common enemy is the threat of atomi 
destruction. And this is what I thin 
will bring about that limited degree of 
union which is necessary to commence a 
rule of order under law.

Traditionally, it is in the Appropriations 
Committees that the cuts are made. The 
House committee cut $790.5 million and 
several provisions straight-jacket- 

ing flexible administration of the pro- 
gram. The full House overrode the com- 
mittee, increased the amounts for de- 
fense, reinstated the vital Indus River 
project and eliminated several restric- 
tions. The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee is still at work. After the full 
Senate has voted, a Senate-House con- 
ference committee will compromise the 
differences between the two bodies and 
each will vote on the final bill. It is 
hoped that the Senate will partially re- 
dress House cuts. 


Democratic and Republican Platforms: 
The Democrats continued their Ad- 
vance Platform hearings: Los Angeles, 
June 17; New York, June 21; Seattle, 
June 24; and Miami. June 27. There 
were 10 in all and UWF testified at sev- 
eral. In a letter of June 7 to UWF Vice 
President Oscar Hammerstein, II, Gov- 
ernor Steve MecNichols of Colorado said, 
“As you undoubtedly know, the Demo- 
cratic Party platform committee is giv- 
ing serious consideration to various pro- 
posals relating to the establishment of a 
system of enforceable world law.” 
The Republican National Committee 
@: announced that Charles H. Percy of 
Chicago will chair the Platform Commit- 
tee with Congressman Melvin R. Laird 
(Wis.-7th District) as Vice Chairman. 
UWF has asked to testify at hearings 
scheduled to start July 19 in Chicago. 


Antarctica Treaty: On June 14, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee held 
hearings on this important treaty initi- 
ated by the U. S. which would assure 
use of Antarctica for peaceful purposes 
only. It forbids nuclear testing and dis- 
posal of atomic waste and provides for 
unlimited right of inspection and over- 
flight. This treaty could provide a model 
for future international agreements. 
Three members of Congress and a rep- 
resentative of the American Coalition of 
patriotic societies testified against this 
treaty. Main point of these witnesses 
was that the Russians cannot be trusted, 
therefore we should not ratify. The 
U.S.S.R. is one of 12 signatories and 
helped draft the treaty. The State De- 
partment spokesman said: “I point out 
that this treaty was conceived by the 
United States; the conference which 
drafted it was called at the instance 
of the United States; and the treaty con- 
tains all the provisions which the United 
tates conceived were required for the 
rotection of its national interest. It is 
also a significant step forward in the 
field of international cooperation for 
peaceful purposes .. .”

4. Political Action Committee: Headed 
by A. J. G. Priest of Virginia, with 
Neal Potter of Washington as Vice- 
Chairman, this committee will concern 
itself with political action at local, 
state and national levels, organization 
liaison, UN relations. 


These four are the chief commit- 
tees of the National Council, and their 
chairmen are members of the, newly 
organized Standing Program Com- 
mittee, which will correlate their vari- 
ous activities into an overall national 


program. 

Of course, other UWF committees 
will continue their vital functions. 
The UN Committee under Marion 
McVitty, UWF’s UN observer, the 
Letters-to-the-Editor Committee under 
J. A. Migel, the Policy Interpretation 
Committee under C. Maxwell Stanley, 
the World Association Committee 
under Sally Bray and the New York 
Special Projects Committee under 
Donald Harrington will continue their 
vital and fruitful tasks. 

“The strength of UWF is in its 
committees,” Dr. Price reported in an- 
nouncing the new appointments. “We 
are looking forward to a year of in- 
creased activities under this new 
structure.” 


GAITSKELL RECEIVES FEDERALIST PROPOSAL 
Delegation Urges Labor Party Committment 


Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, Leader of the 
British Labor Party, received a delega- 
tion from the all-party Parliamentary 
Group for World Government in his room 
at the House of Commons on May 26th. 

The delegation, which was composed 
of six Labor members of the Parlia- 
mentary Group, presented to Mr. Gait- 
skell a letter signed by 64 members of 
the Group. The delegation was led by 
Lord Attlee (former Prime Minister and 
now a Vice-President of the World Asso- 
ciation of World Federalists). The other 
members were Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Mr. 
Daniel Jones, Mr. E. L. Mallalieu (Secre- 
tary of the Group), Lord Pakenham and 


Dr. Edith Summerskill. 

The deputation was sympathetically 
received by Mr. Gaitskell, who promised 
to consider their presentations. 

The text of the letter was as follows: 

We, the undersigned members of the 
Labor Party, believe that the real prob- 
lem of our time is to substitute a system 
of law enforced by world government 
for the present anarchy between national 
governments. We believe the time has 
now come to commit the Party publicly 
to world government as a specific object 
of policy. We call upon the Labor Party 
to take the action necessary to write this 
idea into its constitution.

Toyohiko Kagawa — IN MEMORIAM — Eileen Derdeyn 


We announce with deepest regret the 
death of Toyohiko Kagawa, a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Japanese Union for World 
Federal Government. Mr. Kagawa was 
one of the world’s great authors, humani- 
tarians and Christian leaders. Educated 
at Meiji Gakuin College and Princeton 
University, he was, among other things, 
Head of the Social Bureau of Tokyo, 
Counsellor of the National Child Wel- 
fare Society and a past-President of the 
Japanese Teachers Union. 

His books were read throughout the 
world and made him one of the great 
spiritual leaders of his time. 


It is with the greatest regret that 
we announce the death of Eileen Der- 
deyn (Mrs. Walter H.). Her friends all 
over the country will feel a deep sense 
of loss in the passing of this charming 
and effective federalist. 

Mrs. Derdeyn died in March in New 
York’s Memorial Hospital. 

Eileen Derdeyn was active for many 
years in UWF of Pittsburgh, leading the 
Speaker’s Bureau, and being Chairman 
of the Membership Committee. She re- 
ceived a long term service award from 
the chapter before leaving the city in 
1958 with her family when her husband’s 


work took him to New Jersey. 

Her federalist work led to active par- 
ticipation in United Nations Association 
work. She organized the United Nations 
International Children’s Fund program 
in Pittsburgh and was coordinator of the 
first two UNICEF Halloween Trick or 
Treat Drives held there. She was chair- 
man of the successful ‘‘Around the World 
in Eighty Days” benefit premiere for the 
UNA in Pittsburgh and served two years 
as their Public Relations Chairman. In 
1959, she was named a member of the 
U. S. Committee for UNICEF. 

She was a true citizen of the world. 
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
